The value of work done on new buildings has been calculated from 
data collected on builders' returns, According to information recorded on these 
returns the value of work done on new buildings during the Deceriber quarter 1952 
was £2,555,000 compared with £2,822,000 in Septerber quarter 1951, £2,693,000 in 
the June quarter 1952, £2,646,000 in March quarter 1952 and £3,400,000 in December 
quarter 1951, Of the Decerber quarter 1952 total £1,678,000 or65,7%3 represented 
value of work done in respect of houses, Hobart and Suburbs accounted for £857,000 
or 33,5% of the total value, Launceston end Suburbs £388,000 or 15.2% and the rest 
of the Syate £1,310,000 or 51,37, .

There were 5,865 persons, including 1,515 working principals eng aged 
on the construction of new buildings at 31st Dece: ber, 4952 Of these 2,739 were 
carmenters, 405 were bricklayers and 1,247 were puilders' labourers, 


The numbers of persons engaged at 31st December, 1952 and previous 
years were as follows:- 194.6~ 3099, 4947 =1,083 , 49L.6-L.8L9 , 4949-5901, 1950-6821 , 
1951-7321, and 1952-5865, of the latter nurber, 14.92 were working on private 
contract jobs, 700 on omer-built houses and 727 on Governnent day labour projects, 
The returms indicated that 3033 persons were working on new houses, 4637 on other 
new buildings, 433 on alterations and additions to houses, 424 on alterations and 
additions to other buildings and 438 on repair and maintenance work,

Employment: The figures of employment relate to persons actually working 
on new buildings on a specified day, They include working principals, 
employees, men working as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid 
off on account of weather, In addition, they include some employees. engaged 
on alterations, additions, renovations or repairs to buildings when these jobs 
are undertaken by 2 contractor who builds new buildings. The figures include 
estimates for persons working on ovmer-built houses, 


Values: All values shown exclude the value of land and Sea the 
‘estimated value of buildings on completion, 


411 figures in this Bulletin relate to the operations of private 
contractors, Government Authorities and owmer-builders, 


Figures relate only to the operations of persons who build new 
buildings, 


Alterations, additions, renovations and repairs to buildings 
are excluded, because of the difficulty in obtaining complete lists of persons 
who engage in these operations, 


Figures for houses exclude converted military huts, flats, 
and shop dwellings. Some houses built on farms are excluded but these do 
not affect the figures materially,
